CAN TAXES BE REDUCED?

If I were to ask you for a list 
of the five most important sub­ 
jects confronting the people 
at 
this time I am sure that you would 
list taxation as one of them. It is 
a universal question. It affects the 
rural population as well as the 
urban centers. The farmers as well 
as the industrial leaders are talk­ 
ing about high taxes. 
But what are we doing about it? 
As a general rule we have attack­ 
ed the problem by insisting that 
appropriations be cut to the bone. 
But in spite of this we find that 
the State has certain obligations. 
It must take care of dependent 
and delinquent children. It must 
take care of adult criminals. It 
must take care of 
the mentally 
sick. It must take care of the poor. 
I say we must do these things if 
we are to continue as a civilized 
society. 
These problems have increased 
from year to year, because we are 
doing very little about them. We 
wait until the individual has to 
be taken care of, and then put him 
in an institution and then do the 
least that we can for him and get 
by. This is not a criticism of any 
individual or group of individuals 
but of our lack of thinking and 
planning. 
The farmer who waits until his 
hojA and chickens have 
cholera 
berore he does anything about it, 
finds that he has lost a lot of mon­ 
ey as compared with the cost of 
prevention by means of sanitation 
and immunization. 
To a certain we have learned 
this lesson in public health. It is 
cheaper to prevent 
tuberculosis, I 
diptheria, small pox. tyhpoid fever , 
and other communicable diseases i 
than it is to care for the patients 
after they are sick. 


But in welfare work we have 
for the most part been content 
to let conditions continue as they 
will, and simply try to take care 
of the results as cheaply as we 
can. This, however, is 
a 
losing 
game. The increased cost of this 
plan will mire us dowm if we con ­ 
tinue it. 
To criticise the situation is not 
enough, a constructive plan must- 
be offered. 
Two years ago the legislature 
moved in the right direction 
by 
abolishing the State Board of Cor­ 
rections and Charities 
and 
the 
Blind Commission and transferr­ 
ing their functions to the Board 
of Managers of Eleemosynary In­ 
stitutions. The Missouri 
Confer­ 
ence for Social Welfare supported 
this legislation but insisted that 
certain functions of the Board of 
Corrections and Charities of 
a 
non-institutional 
character 
such 
as foster home placements, super­ 
vision and licensing of institutions 
for care of dependent, neglected 
and delinquent children be trans­ 
ferred to the Eleemosynary Board 
as well as the management of the 
institution located at Carrolton. 
During the past year the Mis­ 
souri Association for Social Wel­ 
fare has had 
eight 
committees 
making a careful study of Mis­ 
souri’s welfare problems with the 
result that the Association is now

There is a place for croquettes 
in the daily menus, also, for they 
are a “natural” in left-over cook­ 
ery, absorbing the already-cooked 
potatoes, other 
vegetables, 
fish 
end meats from the remnants in 
the 
refrigerator. 
With 
proper 
equipment they are fairly easy to 
make. They owe their delectable 
golden- brown 
appearance 
and 
flavor to egg-and-breadcrumbing 
and that great finishing school, the 
deepfat frying kettle. 
Croquettes are fried in a deep 
bath of fat— deep enough to float 
the little balls or thimble shapes. 
One needs a kettle or deep, por­ 
celain-lined saucepan with a stea­ 
dy base, not easily tipped over; 
a frying basket for holding 
the 
foods while they are cooking and 
to help in removing them safely; 
and a thermometer for testing the 
heat of the fat. if possible. The 
testing can also be made with a 
small piece of bread. 
For 
cro­ 
quette frying, it should brown in 
the fat while you count forty as 
fast as a clock ticks. It is possible 
to handle croquettes in a frying 
pan of fat, but this is dangerous 
at the very best, and ail fat frying 
should be carried out with caution 
and only by a cook who is natur­ 
ally skilled and resourceful. 
Croquettes should not be drop­ 
ped into the fat, for the splash is 
liable to endanger your hands or 
face.

LEVY ON INTANGIBLES 
PROPOSED BY JOSLYN 


An increase 
in 
revenue from 
taxes on intangible property was 
sought in a bill introduced in the 
house of representatives last week 
by Representative 
L. 
Danforth 
Joslyn, Democrat of 
Mississippi 
county. 
Although it is not an adminis­ 
tration measure, Joslyn’s propos­ 
al has the approval of Governor 
Guy B. Park and is in line with 
one of his recommendations to the 
assembly in his opening message. 
The bill provides that no 
in­ 
tangible property shall 
be 
be­ 
queathed 
for 
taxation 
within 
the five years preceding the death 
of the owner. If not registered, the 
property 
would escheat 
to 
the 
state. 
It proposes that county asses­ 
sors register all intangibles, giving 
owners receipts bearing the date 
of registration. Executors and ad­ 
ministrators of states and probate 
judges would be required to re­ 
port to the state auditor any pro­ 
perty not listed. 
Any attempt to conceal unreg­ 
istered intangibles would 
make 
violators of the 
provision 
civily 
liable to the state for twice 
the 
amount of the property they at­ 
tempt to conceal. 
Besides penalizing offenders the 


measure would reward those who 
helped to disclose unregistered in­ 
tangibles. It calls for immediate 
sale 
of 
unregistered 
property 
when discovered with 10 per cent 
of the sale price given to the per­ 
son reporting the concealment. 
Joslyn drafted the measure af­ 
ter studying the governor’s mes­ 
sage on collection of taxes on in­ 
tangibles , he said. 
Governor Park indicated in his 
message that he was anxious to 
increase tax receipts on intangi­ 
bles. He proposed a different me­ 
thod than that included in 
the 
Joslyn measure. 
The 
chief 
executive 
recom­ 
mended that a penalty be fixed 
for failure to list intangibles 
so 
that holders would have no stand­ 
ing in courts in an attempt to col­ 
lect notes, mortgages, and other 
securities.—Jefferson City 
Daily

In presenting his

the receipts together, except those 
from processing taxes, and 
also 
showed the am ounts that are be­ 
ing disbursed from the processing 
tax fund. This would seem to in­ 
dicate that the New Deal regards 
the processing tax operation as a 
separate unit, thus strengthening 
perhaps unintentionally, the view 
that a class tax is being collect­ 
ed and distributed. The m ethod is 
in cvontrast with the usual col­ 
lection of receipts from taxes from 
all the people and the disburse­ 
ment of the sam e to benefit all 
the people.

Som ething like $550,000,000 has 
been collected on processing ta x ­ 
es, and about 
$500,000,000 
has 
been paid out to farm ers. The ta x ­ 
es have been borne by the people 
generally in the prices they pay 
for -foodstuffs and clothing 
and 
other articles of consum ption. In 
the case of pork products, the pro­ 
cessing tax is ra th e r substantial 
and in the case of bread it adds 
from a half to one cent in the 
cost of every loaf. In cotton goods, 
a few cents of processing tax m on­ 
ey is absorbed in the selling price. 
The curious part of it all is that 
the consum er is being taxed by 
the governm ent to collect funds 
w hich are used to cut down pro­ 
duction so that the cost of living

“Although conscientious 
effort 
is being made constantly to con­
